SOLACE FOB COUNTRY PASTOKS. 


Pastors of churches in small towns and in 


the countiy are apt to think their lot is a 
hard one and to look upon the ministers who 
have charge of cily congiegations as the men 
moBt favoicd among those whose calling itie 
to pieach the Gospel and spread salvation. 
The runil preachers should draw a lesson o( 
contentment from the letter of'resignaiion of 
Rev Dr. Macintosh as pastor of the 8ccond 
Piesbyteiian Church of Philadelphia. 
This 


is one of the oldest Presbyterian congrega- 
tions in that city, the church having been 
established over one hundred and fifty years 
ugo. Tho church edifice is located upon 
Walnut street, not far from Pvittonhousc 
Square, and is theiefore in the heart of the 
most fashionable neighborhood of a great 
city. To be the pastor of a church BO located 
is no doubt thp Ambition «*" «.*«-^'n«»«*-**» 
who feel that they would like to 'vork in "a 
jrouder field."

vail in almost all large cities. The countiy 
pastors may not draw large salaries nor be 
presented with large purses, but their people 
are with them the whole year around, and 
the influence of their good work is not lost 
by months of idleness. When the week of 
prayer comes and the season of revivals, the 
pastor of the country churcL g&ihers a far 
richer harvest than his brother in the city.

True, many New Yorkers and some others 
come down here' for a season, lasting from 
Feb. 1st to April 1st, but from all accounts, 
notwithstanding hops at the hotels and balls 
at the gainson, the social life at the height 
of the season is charaterized by a stateliness 
quite foreign to the seaside resort idea. Tho 
hotels are open from Dec. 1st to about May

fiffcei the height of the season jeem to be 
those who either want to rest or have to re- 
main for their health.

than is Bermuda of all the froth and tinsel 
that go to make up and keep up the resorts 
so dear to the heoits of us Americans.

stead of all' this there is an air of calm 
solidity and an atmosphere of good manners 
as safe and genial as the climate. There is 
no poveity. To the native Bermudian a 
beggar would bo as great a curiosity us a 
lot- motive, and all, whites and blacks alike, 
seem to delight not only in answering ques- 
tions (and mine are not few), but in making 
an interrogation tbe chance to give you all 
file information they have about the subject. 
Even the stately monuments in ebony who 
drive you 
along in their

victorias, answer a question ten tumes more 
fully than you have ever heard it done be- 
fore, though as propriety, of course, forbids 
thenvto turn even half-way round, you may

Tlie business portion of Hamilton along 


ihe bay is much like any other sea port town 
in general topsy-turviness, on tho other 
streets there is much that is quaint. I went 
into the Royal Gazette office to subscribe for 
the paper during our stay, and found (hey 
sold there horso powders and dry goods. 
Looking over the paper; by the way, I 
legend, "Bermuda Colonist, please copy, 
familiar enough with us iu funeral notices, 
but new to mo iu an ordinary "ad."—per- 
haps they do not charge for advertising. 
Tho Bermuda Exchange Bank is the greatest 
business cunosity I have seen yet. It 
should be bought by tho Philadelphia 
Bourse aud kept on exhibition. I have not 
yet been inside, but the outside is delicious 
—a dclapidated looking old building, con- 
taining appaiently a couple of stores, has o 
sign up "Bermuda Exchange Bank " At 
one side you see an archway about like that 
by the side of Fine's hotel, and apparently 
leading to kitchen or stable regions, on ouc 
side it this is a little sign "Entrance to 
Bank" An acquaintance tells me that a 
back room accommodates tho bank, and is 
lighted by two broken 'windows, covered 
with ordinary chicken wire screen—prob- 
ably to keep the money from jumping out.

With cotton at five cents and the price 


drooping, Southern-planters are In a state ol 
bewilderment and consternation. Bank- 
ruptcy and impoverishment stare them in 
the face if the pres»nt late, which they assert 
is below tho cost of production, 1)0 main- 
tained. In like manner the wheat producer 
sees ruin confronting him in tlie continuance 
of low prices for grain. Tlie Southern plan- 
tor and Iho Western farmer, tho two agents 
who were largely instrumental in ordering 
in 1892 a reversal of the industrial and pro- 
tective policies of the Nation, are now suffer- 
ing directly from the evils of underconsump- 
tion. Manufacturing interests were the first 
to feel the effects of business uncertainty and 
tho lossos .of irage earners. Ihe groat agri- 
cultural producers South and West are now 
learning to their cost that the marked decline 
in the purchasing power of a prosperous 
Nation reacts necessarily upon cotton plan- 
ters and wheat farmers. 


If cheapness of food and clothing were 


the main factor of national prosperity, 
Americans would now have full cause for 
gratitude to Democratic tariff meddlers. But 
when flour is loir, and cotton sells below the 
cost of production, and every other commod- 
ity is cheap because tbo supply runs far 
beyond the demand, they need not be thank- 


ful. 
The practical experience of the last 


two years has taught Americans that, -what- 
ever nwy be the truth about Free Trade or 
the Protective policy, nothing can take the 
plftee of National prosperity under which 
all clashes of the population are employed at 
good rages and all industries are in full, 
unimpeded operation. Tho.e arc the condi- 
tions which develop the purchasing power 
of every oonsu. ter and make the American 
market the main safeguard against overpro- 
duction at home and abroad. — N. Y. Tribune.

Yes, 
sir, the Mexican secret service is the great' 
est of them a!!, and its ramifications ex- 
tend everywhere over the republic, and a 
good way on this aide of the border."—

Growth of the Hair.

any more than can the number of one's 
finger nails The num her of hairs depends 
on the papkilte; consequently if there are 
no papilla) there can be no hair. More- 
over, the number of these papillse is con- 
stant, so that the idea of Increasing their 
number by clipping the hair must be 
abandoned. The growth, of the hairs de- 
pends rather on the well being of all the 
papillra, but they are constituent parts of 
skin and share its tote alike in both good 
and evil days.—Ohautauquan. 


BREATHING DEEPLY. 


An Exercise Easy to Perform and of Pn- 


doabtod Value. 


With the preliminary but Important 


matter of clothing satisfactorily settled we 
are ready to breathe. If very Weak, lie 
down on an easy conch—lie flat on the 
book. See that the air is fresh, but avoid 
a draft. Draw in a long, slow breath, 
letting ths diaphragm and abdomen" ex- 
pand aa fully as possible. Then by a con- 
traction of the diaphragm, a qulok draw- 
ing in of the muscles of tbe stomach, 
force tbe air Into the upper part of the 
lungs and hold it there a moment or two 
before allowing it tt pass up into the 
throat. This la done by a contraction of 
tbe vocal cards and Is not usually difficult. 
But if the cords will not close and the air 
is not readily controlled close the lips and 
hold the nose for a moment, which will 
prevent the air from all leaving the apex 
of the lungs. With practice the vocal 
oorda will come under perfect control. 


Some have difficulty In establishing the 


abdominal 
breathing, especially those 


who hove bean in the habit of breathing 
entirely from the throat. But when the 
clothing no longer forms an obstruction 
this will gradually right Itself. The nat- 
ural mode of breathing asserts itself most 
readily when on* is lying down; therefore 
that position Is recommended for the daily 
practice, which should be persistent, but 
also very gentle. Do not allow yourself 
to become really fatigued and be careful 
not to make the lungs ache. If one deep 
breath brings weariness or dizziness, stop 
with the one breath, but try again when 
fully rested. Tbe upper part ot the chest 
will gradually expand and In time will 
round out beautifully. 


The careful practice of deep breathing 
will bring new vitality to any organ not 
incurably diseased. 
It will enrioh the 


blood moro than any preparation of iron 
or cod liver oil. It has greater power than 
'any anodyne to soothe and restore ex- 
hausted nerves 
It will round tha throat, 


straighten the shoulders, fill the chest, 
give a sparkle to the eyes, a color to the 
cheeks. Those-who like to sing will re- 
joice to find their voice gaining morvel- 
ously In strength and purity of tone.— 
Demorest Magazine.
